An ordinance has been intro­ 
duced in the common council of 
St. 
Paul granting the rig ht to 
build and maintain an elev ated 
railroad 
between St. 
Paul and 
Minneapolis to The Rapid Transit 
Co., the same to be built within 
two years. 
The fare for round 
trip between the two cities shall 
not exceed 25 cents, or fifteen cents 
one way. 
It is expected tha t the 
railroads will reduce the fare be­ 
tween the cities to the abov e rates 
in the near future to discourage the 
enterprise. 


TO SAVE HER HONOR, 


The Minneapolis Lumberman in 
its last issue complains of the low 
stage of water in the Mississippi 
and says it is due to the fact tha t 
nearly all log g ing dams are shut 
down accumulating water. 
W ha t 
the Lumberman and other Minne­ 
apolis parties don't like in regard 
to this m atter,is not the hindrance 
this low stage of water is to na v i­ 
gation, but because of the lack of 
power at the falls, and, naturally 
enough for a Minneapolitan, ima­ 
gines that the riv er was created for 
the especial benefit of Minneapolis, 
aud that plenty of water for her 
mills should be furnished without 
regard lor the interests of others. 
Unfortunately for the Flour City 
the lumbermen of this region don't 
think so, and they hold the water 
when they need it, hence the howl 
that arises. 
If Minneapolis miller's 
can't get sufficient power there, we 
would adv ise them to mov e their 
plants to this city, where plenty of 
power will be obtained the year 
round after the dam is complete» !, 
in a couple of months hence. Here 
we will hav e not only as much fall 
as at Minneapolis, but a great reser­ 
v oir of water cov ering sev eral thou­ 
sand acres will be created during 
high water to be held in reserv e for 
use during low water,thus insuring 
plenty of power at all times. 
It is 
more essentia l, it seems to us, that 
lumbermen hav e water, tofloa t their 
logs out, than that the Minneapolis 
mills should hav e power the year 
round, or be put to the expense of 
mov ing to some locality where they 
will hav e, and we believ e this 
opinion will be held by nearly ev ery­ 
body not directly interested in the 
M inneapolis water power. 


PROGRESS OF THE B. Jt N. W. 
Col. Canfield, who pretends to 
be good a uthority on matters per­ 
ta ining to the Brainerd & N orth­ 
western railroad, sends the follow ­ 
ing to the Pioneer Press. 
The summary of progress ma le 
by the Manitoba in it-; surv ey of 
the Brainerd & Northwestern line, 
is of particular interest. 
Col. 
Hogeland, with two parties, run 
the line between 
Brainerd 
and 
Milaca and completed definite loca ­ 
tion, about Aug. 15. 
Meanwhile 
Engineer Moles worth aud party 
pushed into the forests from Brain- 
erd to Leech Lake, and, about Aug. 
1, completed that preliminary line. 
About J uly 15, Engineer Bent and 
party, outfitting here, pushed on 
ahead, to take the work up at 
Leech Lake, aud to run across to 
the 
Mississippi 
riv er 
crossing, 
which is below Itasca lake a dozen 
miles. 
He progressed v ery slowly 
at first, being so far from a supply 
base, aud until a few days ago had 
hardily g ot out of sig ht of Leech 
Lake, but now he is progressing, 
and is well out into the v alley of 
the Ka-be-ko-na (la kea nd stream). 
The line he is locating is partly 
upon the preliminary, as run by- 
Co!. Hogeland last year, and part­ 
ly upon that run by the Brainerd 
& Northwestern folks themselv es a 
year prev ious. 
Also, in addition 
to these parties, Mr Till aud a ta rty 
went out from Crookston and took 
up the line for final location where 
it was left off last year, at the end 
of the grade, some 
twenty-two 
m iles southeast of Crookston. Mr. 
Till is now fast nearing the Missis­ 
sippi at the point aimed at br Mr. 
Bent g oing 
from 
Leech Lake. 
W hen, about J uly 1, Mr. Moles- 
worth had completed the prelimi­ 
nary between Brainerd and Leech 
Lake, he brought his party here to 
begin setting the stakes for final 
location, but found the question of 
a passage through Brainerd still 
unsettled. 
This 
depended 
on 
whether the town v ote the bonus 
or not. 
If it did not do so, it was 
likely another line by the way of 
the dam would be sought, which 
was, under Mr. Hill's orders, en­ 
trusted to Mr. Moiesworth. 
He 
took one of the parties left by Mr. 
Hogeland and began the dam line, 
sending his old party under Mr. 
Canfield back to run a much-de­ 
sired cut-off east of Twenty-fiv e- 
Mile lake. 
Both lines hav e been 
finished. 
Surprising to say, an 
easier lino is found that the old, 
and half to three-quarters of a mile 
shorter, where ev erybody supposed 
it would be the rev erse, to run out 
by East Brainerd. 
Thecut-off also 
succeeded in g etting a good line 
from abov e Pine riv er, passing 
nearly four miles east of Twenty- 
fiv e-Mile 
lake and coming out 
abov e Clark’s cabin, four miles 
south of Fourteen-Mile lake. 
The 
distance sav ed is sev eral hundred 
feet ov er a mile. 
The same party 
went next to make a shortening in 
the v icinity of Ten-Mile lake, on 
which they are now engaged, while 
Mr. Dolesworth, with the other 
party, has returned to Brainerd, to 
commence final location on the 


Mary Sylv ester, A Former Brainerd 
Lady Leaps From a Third Story 
W indow aud is Seriously 
Injured. 


On Friday last intellig ence was 
receiv ed in this city that Mary Syl­ 
v ester, for nearly two years a res­ 
ident of this city, to sav e her hon­ 
or and escape from an inhuman 
brute, jumped from a third story 
window at 112 south Third street, 
M inneapolis, and sustained injuries 
so sev ere as to make her recov ery 
doubtful. 
It seems that Miss S yl­ 
v ester, who left this city some time 
last Nov ember aud went to Minne­ 
apolis to secure employment, called 
on Lou Murray, a being , for he 
cannot be called a man, who runs 
an intellig ence office at 51T H en­ 
nepin Av e., to secure if possible a 
situa tion in a store or some cleri­ 
cal position. 
Her bright face aud 
trim figure ev idently plcjued Mur­ 
ray, for when she told him she 
wanted a place to work at clerking 
he suggested tha t he was in need 
of some one in his own office. 
She 
accepted his offer with a glad heart 
aud went to work. 
During the 
afternoon Murray explained to her 
what her work would be, and seem­ 
ed to make an especial effort to ap­ 
pear agreeable. 
When supper time 
came he told her to go out and g et 
a lunch and come back. When she 
returned he went to supper, aud 
when he got back, he told her to 
come with him and he would show 
her where she was to board. 
On 
the way he stopped at a newspaper 
office to leav e some adv ertising , 
and then said: 
“ Let’s go to the 
dime museum. Its early y et.” Mary 
at first objected but finally con­ 
sented. 
it was ten o’clock when 
the performance was ov er, and they 
started for tbe “ boarding house.” 
This prov ed to be the Central 
house at 112 Third street south, 
kept by a Mrs. Sawyer. 
It is a so- 
called hotel conducted on the Eu­ 
ropean plau, aud occupies three 
floors ef the four-story building. It 
has the reputation of being an as­ 
signation house, where rooms can 
be obtained by men and women 
without any embarrassing ques­ 
tions being asked. 
As they enter­ 
ed the little office on the second 
floor Mary noticed tha t her com­ 
panion wrote som ething on a book 
and she caught a glance of the 
words “ and w ife.” 
This raised her 
suspicions, and they were not a l­ 
layed when going up the stairs they 
met a young man and a flashily 
dressed 
woman 
com ing 
down. 
When a room was reached at the 
end of the hall on the third floor 
the women threw the door open 
and said: “ I’ll bring you some tow ­ 
els.” 
W hen she did so a few m in­ 
utes later she closed the door and 
Mary found 
herself 
alone with 
Murray. 
She was ashamed and 
would hav e been more so had she 
known the character ot the place 
she was in, but she tried to con­ 
ceal all her agitation, and, asking 
Murray to giv e her a book belong­ 
ing to her tha t he was carrying, sat 
down to read with the hope that 
he would leav e. 
He did not, how ­ 
ev er, but, on the contrary threw 
his arms around hgr. 
She strug ­ 
gled to free herself from his em­ 
brace and asked him to leav e her 
He answered by locking the door 
and putting the key in his pocket. 
Then he undressed himself, placing 
his pants under his pillow and lay 
down on the bed. 
He commanded 
her to undress and when she re­ 
fused he arose and threw her on 
tbe bed. 
She cried and struggled 
and pleaded with him to spare her. 
“ Is there a nything I can pay to in­ 
duce you to leav e me as Ì am? ” 
asked the poor g irl. “ N oth in g ,” he 
answered, I'v e g ot you.” 
Finally 
after he had stuggled with her in ­ 
effectually, she asked him to let 
her up. 
He at length complied, 
and, la ying down on the bed, pre­ 
tended to sleep. 
His v ictim , wild 
w.ith terror, tried to think of some 
plan of escape. 
She climbed on a 
chair and tried the transom, but, 
g la ncing down saw Murray look­ 
ing at her- 
Escape tha t way was 
fruitless for he sprang up again and 
threw her down. 
This time he 
choked her almost into insensibil­ 
ity, and finally she gasped out “ let 
me up and 1 11 undress.” 
She fe lt 
her strength g oing , and knew that 
her ruin would soon be accomplish­ 
ed. 
Suddenly the thought of the 
open 
window 
flashed 
into her 
mind. 
She would jump out and 
death would sav e her from dishon­ 
or. 
So she gasped out, “ If you 
will let me up I will undress,” and 
he released his grasp with a grin of 
triumphed. 
W hen she regained 
her feet she went to the window 
pretending to unbutton her dress 
tha t he might not suspect her in­ 
tention. 
Sitting down on the sill 
as though about to unlace her 
shoes, she suddenly whirled around 
and let herself down as far as she 
could with her hands, and then 
dropped 
into 
darkness, as she 
thoug ht to death. 
She fell a dis­ 
tance of thirty-fiv e feet into the 
little court, which opens into a pri­ 
v ate alley. 
The place was filled 
with boxes and barrels, and there 
she lay screaming with pain until 
her cries aroused a liv ery stable 
man by the name of DeLong, who 
procured medical aid, and with as­ 
sistance remov ed her to a place of 
good character, where it was dis­ 
cov ered that she had, by the fall, 
dislocated her right hip, broken 
fiv e ribs and also her jaw, besides 
sustaining sev ere internal injuries.

The postoffice at Northern Paci­ 
fic Junction was robbed of $600 
Monday night. 


The people of Minnesota, outside 
of Minneapolis, emphatically pro­ 
test against the appropriation of 
any more money to improve the 
Falls of St. Anthony for the benefit 
of Minneapolis milling millionaires. 
The people of this city have just as 
good a right to ask that the gov­ 
ernment 
appropriate 
money to 
build our dam and improve the 
water power here. 
Minneapolis 
has already had $1,000,000 expend­ 
ed by the government to improve 
her water power, aud now we be­ 
lieve the rest of the state should 
get some benefit if there is any 
more money expended. 
Anyway 
wl^y are not Minneapolis million­ 
aires just as able to pay for im­ 
proving their water power as are 
the people of St. Cloud, Little 
Falls or Brainerd ? 


An ordinance has been intro­ 
duced in the common council of 
St. Paul granting the right to 
build and maintain an elevated 
railroad 
between St. Paul and 
Minneapolis to The Rapid Transit 
Co,, the same to be built within 
two years. 
The fare for round 
trip between the two cities shall 
not exceed 25 cents, or fifteen cents 
one way. 
It is expected that the 
railroads will reduce the fare be­ 
tween the cities to the above rates 
in the near future to discourage the 
enterprise. 


The Minneapolis Lumberman in 
its last issue complains of the low 
stage of w’ater in the Mississippi, 
and says it is due to the fact that 
nearly all logging dams are shut 
down accumulating water. 
What 
the Lumberman and other Minne­ 
apolis parties don't like in regard 
to this matter,is not the hindrance 
this low’ stage of water is to navi­ 
gation, but because of the lack of 
power at the falls, and, naturally 
enough for a Minneapolitan, ima­ 
gines that the river was created for 
the especial benefit of Minneapolis, 
and that plenty of water for her 
mills should be furnished without 
regard for the interests of others. 
Unfortunately for the Flour City 
the lumbermen of this region don’t 
think so, and they hold the water 
when they need it, hence the howl 
that arises. If Minneapolis miller’s 
can’t get sufficient power there, we 
would advise them to rnoye their 
plants to this city, where plenty of 
power will be obtained the ye; 
round after the dam is completed, 
in a couple of months hence. Here 
we will have not only as much fall 
as at Minneapolis, but agreat reser­ 
voir of water covering several thou­ 
sand acres will be created during 
high water to be held in reserve for 
use during low water,thus insuring 
plenty of power at all times. 
It is 
more essential, it seems to us, that 
lumbermen have water, tofloat their 
logs out, than that the Minneapolis 
mills should have power the year 
round, or be put to the expense of 
moving to some locality where they 
will have, and we believe this 
opinion will be held by nearly every 
body not directly interested in the 
Minneapolis water power. 


PROGRESS OF THE B. & >\ W. 
Col. Canfield, who pretends to 
be good authority on matters per­ 
taining to the Brainerd k North­ 
western railroad, sends the follow­ 
ing to the Pioneer Press. 
The summary of progress made 
by the Manitoba in its survey of 
the Brainerd k Northwestern line, 
is of particular interest. 
Col. 
Hogeland, with two parties, run 
the line between Brainerd 
and 
Miiaca and completed definite loca­ 
tion, about Aug. 15. 
Meanwhile 
Engineer Moles worth aud party 
pushed into the forests from Brain­ 
erd to Leech Lake, and, about Aug. 
I, completed that preliminary line. 
About July 15, Engineer Bent and 
party, outfitting here, pushed on 
ahead, to take the work up at 
Leech Lake, and to run across to 
the 
Mississippi 
river crossing, 
which is below Itasca lake a dozen 
miles. 
He progressed very slowly 
at first, being so far from a supply 
base, and until a few days ago had 
hardly got out of sight of Leech 
Lake, but now he is progressing, 
and is well out into the valley of 
the Ka-be-ko-na (lake and stream). 
The line he is locating is partly 
upon the preliminary, as run by 
Col. Hogeland last year, and part­ 
ly upon that run by the Brainerd 
& Northwestern folks themselves a 
year previous. 
Also, in addition 
to these parties, Mr Till aud a party 
went out from Crookston and took 
up the line for final location where 
it was left off last year, at the end 
of the grade, some twenty-two 
miles southeast of Crookston. Mr. 
Till is now fast nearing the Missis­ 
sippi at the point aimed at bv Mr. 
Bent going from 
Leech Lake. 
When, about July I, Mr. Moles- 
worth had completed the prelimi­ 
nary between Brainerd and Leech 
Lake, he brought his party here to 
begin setting the stakes for final 
location, but found the question of 
a passage through Brainerd still 
unsettled. 
This 
depended 
on 
whether the town vote the bonus 
or not. 
If it did not do so, it was 
likely another line by the way of 
the dam would be sought, which 
was, under Mr. Hill's prefers, en­ 
trusted to Mr. Molesworth. 
He 
took one of the parties left by Mr. 
Hogeland and began the dam line, 
sending his old party under Mr. 
Canfield back to run a much-de­ 
sired cut-off east of Twenty-tive- 
Mile lake. 
Both lines have been 
finished. 
Surprising to say, an 
easier line is found that the old, 
and half to three-quarters of a mile 
shorter, where everybody supposed 
it would be the reverse, to m n out 
by East Brainerd. 
The cut-off also 
succeeded in getting a good line 
from above Pine river, passing 
nearly four railes east of Twenty- 
five-Mile 
lake and coming out 
above Clark's cabin, four miles 
south of Foarteen-Mile lake.

feet over a mile.

went next to make a shortening in 
the vicinity of Ten-Mile lake, on 
which they are now engaged, while

Mary Sylvester, A Former Brainerd 
Lady Leaps From a Third Story 
Window and is Seriously 
Injured. 
On Friday last intelligence was 
received in this city that Mary Syl­ 
vester, for nearly two years a res­ 
ident of this city, to save her hon­ 
or and escape from an inhuman 
brute, jumped from a third story 
window at 112 south Third street, 
Minneapolis, and sustained injuries 
so severe as to make her recovery 
doubtful. 
It seems that Miss Syl­ 
vester, who left this city some time 
last November aud went to Minne­ 
apolis to secure employment, called 
on Lou Murray, a being, for he 
cannot be called a man, who runs 
an intelligence office at 517 Hen­ 
nepin Ave., to secure if possible a 
situation in a store or some cleri­ 
cal position. 
Her bright face and 
trim figure evidently pleaded Mur­ 
ray, for when she told him she 
wanted a place to work at clerking 
he suggested that he was in need 
of some one in his own office. 
She 
accepted his offer with a glad heart 
and went to work. 
During the 
afternoon Murray explained to her 
what her work would be, and seem­ 
ed to make an especial effort to ap­ 
pear agreeable. 
When supper time 
came he told her to go out and get 
a lunch and come back. When she 
returned he went to supper, and 
when he got back, he told her to 
come with him and he would show 
her where she was to board. 
On 
the way he stopped at a newspaper 
office to leave some advertising, 
and then said; 
“ Let’s go to the 
dime museum. Its early yet.” Mary 
at first objected but finally con­ 
sented. 
It was ten o’clock when 
the performance was over, and they 
started for the “ boarding bouse.” 
This proved to be the Central 
house at 112 Third street south, 
kept by a Mrs. Sawyer. 
It is a so­ 
called hotel conducted on the Eu­ 
ropean plan, and occupies three 
floors of the four-story building, It 
has the reputation of being an as­ 
signation house, where rooms can 
be obtained by men and women 
without any embarrassing ques­ 
tions being asked. 
As they enter­ 
ed the little office on the second 
floor Mary noticed that her com­ 
panion wrote something on a book 
and she caught a glance of the 
words “ and wife.” This raised her 
suspicions, and they were not al­ 
layed when going up the stairs they 
met a young man and a flashily 
dressed 
woman 
corning down. 
When a room was reached at the 
end of the hall on the third floor 
the women threw the door open 
and said: “ I’ll bring you some tow­ 
els.” 
When she did so a few min­ 
utes later she closed the door and 
Mary found herself 
alone with 
Murray. 
She was ashamed and 
would have been more so had she 
known the character of the place 
she was in, but she tried to con­ 
ceal all lier agitation, and, asking 
Murray to give her a book belong­ 
ing to her that he was carrying, sat 
down to read with the hope that 
he would leave. 
He did not, how­ 
ever, but, on the contrary threw 
his arms around hgr. 
She strug­ 
gled to free herself from his em­ 
brace and asked him to leave her 
He answered by locking the door 
and putting the key in his pocket. 
Then he undressed himself, placing 
his pants under his pillow and lay 
down on the bed. 
He commanded 
her to undress and when she re­ 
fused he arose and threw her on 
the bed. 
She cried and struggled 
and pleaded with him to spare her. 
“ Is there anything I can pay to in­ 
duce you to leave me as I am?” 
asked the poor girl. “ Nothing,” he 
answered, Eve got you.” 
Finally 
after he had stuggled with her in­ 
effectually, she asked him to let 
her up. 
He at length complied, 
aud, laying down on the bed, pre­ 
tended to sleep. 
His victim, wild 
w.ith terror, tried to think of some 
plan of escape. She climbed on a 
chair and tried the transom, but, 
glancing down saw Murray look­ 
ing at her- 
Escape that way was 
fruitless for he sprang up again and 
threw her down. 
This time he 
choked her almost into insensibil­ 
ity, and finally she gasped out “ let 
me up and ITI undress.” 
She felt 
her strength going, and knew that 
her ruin would soon be accomplish­ 
ed. 
Suddenly the thought of the 
open 
window 
flashed into her 
mind. 
She would jump out and 
death would save her from dishon­ 
or. 
So she gasped out, “ If you 
will let me up I will undress,” and 
he released his grasp with a grin of 
triumphed. 
When she regained 
her feet she went to the window 
pretending to unbutton her dress 
that he might not suspect her in­ 
tention. 
Sitting down on the sill 
as though about to unlace her 
shoes, she suddenly whirled around 
and let herself down as far as she 
could with her hands, and then 
dropped 
into darkness, as she 
thought to death. 
She fell a dis­ 
tance of thirty-five feet into the 
little court, which opens into a pri­ 
vate alley. 
The place was filled 
with boxes and barrels, and there 
she lay screaming with pain until 
her cries aroused a livery stable 
man by the name of DeLong, who 
procured medical aid, and with as­ 
sistance removed her to a place of 
good character, where it was dis­ 
covered that she had, by the fall, 
dislocated her right hip, broken 
five ribs and also her jaw, besides 
sustaining severe internal injuries, 
She has since received the best of 
medical care and it is now thought 
that she will recover. 
When the news of this inhuman 
assault was made public it aroused 
the deepest indignation, and threats 
of lynching Murray, who had been 
arrested and lodged in jail, were j 
heard all over the city, while for I

An Old latter* 
An Bld letter, written in Chicago, 
October 29, 1835, by Mr. Lambert 
Hitchcock, a chairmaker, of Hitch- 
cock Ville, Litchfield county, has b e n 
preserved, with other old letters, by 
his son, Mr. Henry P. Hitchcock, mer­ 
chant tailor, of this city. 
Extract# 
from this letter will be interesting to 
our readers. It was written on fools­ 
cap, postage 25c, marked on the out­ 
side, and paid on delivery. 
Had it 
been inclosed in an envelope tlie pont­ 
age would have been 50c. 
It was 
doubled so as to make the last page a 
blank for direction, and Seale*I with a 
red wafer. The following are extracts 
from it: 
‘‘I arrived in Chicago from Detroit 
after a journey of thirteen days, wind­ 
ing through the territory from one 
point to another. A month had passed 
since the time set foe writing; still 
I found no letters from home. The 
mail arrived every other day from 
Detroit. 
I saddled my pony a t De­ 
troit and took my departure for Chi­ 
cago. 
I will give you some account of 
tile territory through which I passed. 
The territory of Michigan (about to 
become a State), so far as I have seen 
it, is remarkably level. Nothing like 
what we have in New England should 
call a hill is to be seen. The river-; and 
creeks are for the most part slow and 
sluggish, and this is one cause of bili­ 
ous fever and fever and ague. The 
rivers I crossed were the Rogue, which 
empties into the Detroit River; the 
Hudson, which empties into 
Lake 
Erie; the headwaters of the K alam a­ 
zoo, which empties into Lake Michi­ 
gan, and St. Josepn’s, which empties 
into the same lake. 
I crossed ti ** 
last-named river several times, the 
last time a l Niles, fifty miles from its 
mouth, the head of the steam boat 
navigation. Small lakes, from half a 
mile to two or three miles in lengt lr, are 
frequently to be seen. Thelands may be 
divided into about four different kinds 
—first, the heavy timbered 
lands; 
these are but a small portion of the 
whole, and are for the most part 
found on the rivers and creeks, but 
not exclusively so, and embrace most 
kinds of timber common to the West­ 
ern country, with the exception of 
pine, of which there is very little. 
Next is the so called oak opening#, 
land covered with oak trees from one 
to four rods apart. 
Perhaps three 
fourths of the land I saw was of this 
description. Then there are prairie 
lands, very level and free from timber 
and brush; they only require fencing 
and plowing to prepare them for a 
crop. There are a few small prairies 
of this kind from one or two to fifteen 
miles across. 
Next is the marsh land, 
small patches of which are found ail 
through the country, from half a mile 
to five or six miles in length. 
They 
have the appearance of once having 
been the bottom of small lakes. They 
yield a coarse grass, from which the 
new settlers cut their supply of fodder 
tor the Winter. 
Much of the land in 
Michigan is rich and productive. 
The road from Detroit to Chicago, 
called the Chicago road, runs through 
toe lower counties of Michigan; is 
much traveled, but in bad condition. 
I t raveled higher up in the ten it -ry, 
and also dropped down to the upper 
counties of Indiana. The settlers jiv­ 
ed principally in log houses, and even 
the taverns and stage house# are of 
this description, except in the county 
towns, where one or more good fram­ 
ed houses are found, answering the 
double purpose of tavern and court­ 
house, which, with a log jail, consti­ 
tute the county building#;. The im­ 
migrants of this Territory are horn 
ail the Eastern States, but most of 
them from New York and Ohio. Very 
few inhabitants have been in Mich­ 
igan more than three years, and per­ 
haps mo-t of them carne within the 
past eighteen months. All is new and 
in a rude state. 
Some of their build­ 
ings iini-hed, with a small pie*:* 
of 
land 
under 
cultivation, 
are 
be­ 
ginning 
to 
be 
comfortable; 
others are living in a haif-fini-hed log 
house; others have just arrived and 
live in a small tent or sleep in their 
covered wagons on the pin e where 
they intend to build a loc hut. Most 
of the Indians have left the Territory, 
yet In the Western part, on the St. 
Joseph’s river, is a tribe of 300 or 
400. They cultivate their lands aud 
hunt. Deer, wild turkey, geese, ducks 
and prairie hens are found in abun­ 
dance. 
In coming here I found only Indian 
trails for miles together, the roads gen­ 
erally are bad; but I occasionally fel l in 
with Eastern men on horseback, and 
I accompanied two young men from 
New Yoik State, who were go.rig to 
Chicago, a part of the way. An Indian 
on horseback overtook us and by 
signs offered to carry our valises. Rut 
we declined to trust him. 
Ile blew a 
shrill whistle and was off.

called 
by 
some 
of 
the 
people 
here 
the 
“London 
of the West.” 
The lands in tile 
vicinity of this village are not improv­ 
ed, and nothing prevents riding out 
in any direction over the prairies. 
There are more buildings here than I 
expected to see, but they are poor 
wooden buildings. 
It is a place of 
considerable business, with 4,GOC or 
5,000 inhabitants. 
It 
has about 
seventy stores, twenty or twenty-five 
lawyers, but they study speculation 
more than speeches; there are twelve 
physicians, six clergymen, and a gen­ 
eral assortment of mechanics, among 
which arethreechairmakers. 
\\ iliiam 
V. Smith is here in the grocery bush 
ness, and I think is doing very well; 
and I find a few other acquaintances 
from the east, Perkins, from Winsted, 
is now in Chicago, ami will probably 
remain. 
I shall pursue my way down 
the Illinois river to St. Louis.

The costliest necklace of diamonds 
ever owned in this country was worn 
bv Mrs. Mary Jane Morgan.

One day she astonished a 
clerk at Tiffany’s by buying a diam ond 
for $48,000, and ordered it tobe set 
in her riviere as the centre stone. 
Diamonds th a t once glistened in her 
brooches, hairpins or bracelets’ were 
transfered to this necklace, and dia­ 
monds th a t no longer pleased her in 
the necklace were reset in the brooches, 
hairpins or bracelets. 
To her it was 
a perpetual pleasure to see the mag­ 
nificent necklace increasing its mag­ 
nificence. 
When she died the largest 
of the stones were sold singly, but the 
necklace without them was so valu­ 
able th a t Messrs Tiffany bought it for

Sound Travels 2 ,0 0 0 Miles. 
Many readers will call to mind the 
red sunsets of two or three years ago, 
and th a t these were accounted for by 
m any persons upon Hie supposition 
th a t the upper air was filled with fine 
dust from the eruption of K rakatau, 
in Ja v a . This eruption occurred in 
the m onth of August, 1888. 
W hether 
it were the cause of the red glow in our 
sky or not we m ay never be able to 
show positively. B ut tho distance to 
which the sound of th a t explosion has 
been heard was found to have been re­ 
m arkable. 
T h a t sam e year the English vacht 
M archesa was cruising in the M alay 
archqielago as far east as New Guinea. 
Mr. Guillemard, who wrote the journal 
of th a t cruise, relates an interview 
with a Dutch m issionary in this latte r 
island, from which it appears th a t the 
sound was heard a t th a t great dis­ 
tance. 
“ Mr. Van H asselt was eager to learn 
what news w>? could give of the civil­ 
ized world. 
We had little to tell, with 
the exception of the eruption a t K ra­ 
katau. Of the appalling am ount of 
destruction it had caused we were un­ 
aware, but we gave him a few p ar­ 
ticulars which had reached G oront alo. 
“He a t once told us, greatly to our 
astonishm ent, th a t the noise of tile 
explosion had been audible a t Dorei, 
and, going into thenext room , brought 
his diary, in which, under the date of 
Aug. ‘27, an entry had been m ade to 
the eject th a t sounds as of d istan t 
cannonading, which they had imagined 
to proceed iron) a volcanic eruption, 
had been heard th a t day. 
“The natives, we were told, had al­ 
so noticed it on the previous d ay— 
when, in fact, the o u tburst was a t its 
height. 
“ By the m issionaries the volcano a t 
T ernate or in some p a rt of the Moluc­ 
cas was supposed to be in action. It 
enablesone partially to realize the ter­ 
rific nature of the eruption when the 
m ap shows Dorei to be distan t I, 710 
miles 
from 
K rakatau."---Y outh’s

milk, one cup of sponge, one table­

spoonful of molasses mid salt to taste. 
Boil the milk in a double boiler till all 
the w ater has cooked out of the milk; 
add to it the salt, shortening and mo­ 
lasses and then ecol the sponge. 
Stir 
into this m ixture when it is lukewarm 
graham flour till the m ixture drops 
from the spoon. 
P ut imm ediately ut 
a well-buttered tin; let it rise till it is 
very light, more th an doubled in bulk, 
and bake slowly but not too long, or 
it will be bard and dry. This is the 
best of a num ber of excellent recipes 
for graham bread which have b«-en 
sent us. 
All agree th a t it sboui I 
be stirred, not moulded like wheat 
bread, th a t it should be stirred alit! 
as possible and baked very slowly 
half as long again as wheat bread. 
Most of the recipes asks to have it 
covered as soon as it begins to brown 
to keep the top crust m oist.

they hardly pay the trouble of milk­ 
ing. 
I have told dairymen for ten 
years past th a t they

afford in any sea-on to run tile risk 
of drouth with no provision for extra 
feed, and a single

present ought

If 
ttie season proves good 
it 
does 
not cost anything to do this, for the 
crops grown are worth more th a t 
cost for other purposes, besides feed­ 
ing the cows, and in a season of 
drouth it pays fourfold. 
It is wise to 
plant a small am ount of some very 
early corn such as the Early Boynton, 
Marblehead or Minnesota, for 
al­ 
though a drouth rarely comes early 
it does sometimes land did this year.) 
If not wanted for the cows the early 
corn can be feed to the hogs. 
I know 
these early varieties are small, but 
they will grow in rows three feet ap a rt 
and hills less than twt feet, and many 
of the stalks will make two ears, so 
that a large am ount of food to tile 
acre is produced.

Monday’s Council Meeting. 
The regular meeting of the city council 
occurred on Monday evening with a full 
attendance. 
The clerks deport showed 
that the receipts and fines for the month 
just passed amounted to $487.75.

pay roll allowed was $466.66, so that the 
money collected for fines exceeded the 
expenses of the police force, etc., $21.C9. 
Ordinances 57, being the street railway 
ordinance, and relating to extending C. 
F. Kindred’s franchise until October 1st, 
had been returned without Mayor Doug­ 
las’ signature, and the matter was taken 
up and carried over his veto. 
The m at­ 
ter of grading down Laurel street, in 
front of the N iccllct house, was granted, 
and an appropriation of $300 voted to 
do the work with. 
The $1500 sewer bonds were sold to N. 
M. Stoddard & Co., of Minneapolis, at a 
premium of $100, and an abatement of 
six months interest. 
A fence was ordered constructed around 
Gregory square, to be paid for out of 
funds previously appropriated. 
W hile 
the park matter was under considera­ 
tion, it was decided to order the A dvent­ 
ists to vacate the same inside of twenty- 
four hours, and the Chief of Police was 
so instructed, the reason stated being 
that they were a nuisance. 
An appropriation of $100 was made to 
be applied on Evergreen Cemetery, and 
one of $200 to aid the Crow Wing county 
fair. 
The fourth ward people presented a 
profusely signed petition remonstrating 
against the chosen site for the hose house 
of that ward. 
The matter was referred 
to the committee in charge. 
The sewer committee received some 
instructions, among which they were to 
appoint one of their own number to 
superintend the construction, and he to 
employ the city surveyor when necessary. 
T. M. Reilly, the contractor, presented a 
boud of $10,CKK) which was approved.

With this completed Brainerd’s sanitary 
condition will be in good shape.

other straw to show that there is no end 
lo public 
improvements 
when 
once 
started in the fact that electric lights will 
be put in at once, and W. b. Berry, the 
agent for the Thompson 
& Houston 
Electric Light Co., is here in company 
with others, and the work of putting up 
the wires will be commenced at once. 
A 30-arc light machine will be put up 
first, and the capacity increased as the 
demand for more light glows. 
Ties, 
timber and iron 
are being scattered 
along the route of the Brainerd street 
railway, and before the Isl of October the 
cars will be running to the dam. 
The 
system of horse power fur street cars, so 
common in other cities, will be done 
away with, and electric rooters will be 
put in operation on the Brainerd sired 
car line.
